On January 9th, 2024 
Boyne City’s City Com- 
mission held a meeting. 
The council started off with 
Mayor Nemecek calling the 
meeting to order and saying 
the Pledge of Allegiance. 
They went on to motion the 
“Clean Water State Re- 
volving Fund Opportunity 
Project Scope ($7 Million)” 
and the motion was not car- 
ried out with two Ayes and 
three Nays. They continued 
the meeting with carrying 


the motion of the “Clean 
Water State Revolving 
Fund Opportunity Project 
Scope ($12.8 million).” 
This motion was in regards 
of approving the “Sanitary 
Sewer System Improve- 
ments” project scope at 
$12.8 million. 

They went on with their 
meeting carrying the mo- 
tions of the “Opportunity 
Retaining of Consultants,” 
which was in the regards 
of approving the proposed 
agreements for “Design, 
Bidding, and Construction 
Engineering for C2AE, 


Financial Consulting to 
Bakertilly, and Bond Coun- 
cil to Miller Canfield based 
on the fees proposed for 
the City approved project 
scope.” City Commission- 
er Pritchard requested to 

sit and talk with C2AE to 
understand their terms and 
conditions. 

As they continued with 
their meeting approving the 
“Historic District Ordinance 
Repeal Second Reading,” 
the “New Trail Groomer 
Replacement,” and DPW 
Director Dough Varney 
stated that he believes 


“$8,000 would be sufficient 
enough to purchase a new 
trail groomer.” 

Dough has voluntarily 
groomed the “Avalanche 
Trails” since 2017. The city 
commission thanked Varney 
for his generous commu- 
nity service. They carried 
the motions of the “Lake 
Charlevoix Association 
Shoreline District Gar- 
dens,” the “MDOT Agree- 
ment 23-5443,” the “Staff 
and Command School,” the 
“Water Repair Near 643 
W Michigan Ave,” and the 
“Closed Session Request.” 
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City Commissioner Far- 
rell “encourages the public 
to attend the upcoming 
MCC information meetings 
about the recent proposal 
made by the Michigan 
Community Capital to 
expand their Lofts on the 
Lake Project.” 

There has been misin- 
formation about this proj- 
ect so Mayor Nemecek will 
be supporting the MMC 
informational meetings to 
help combat the misinfor- 
mation.

PRACTICES: 


Prompt Responses And 
One-On-One Conversations 


BY JOHN KEYSER 


Our team members 
must feel appreciated and 
valued, and we, as leaders, 
have a responsibility to 
help them succeed. This 
is a challenge in today’s 
crazy busy world with 
information coming at us 
continually. Yet, it is our 
responsibility. 

When we do not 
respond as promptly as 
possible to voice calls, 
emails, texts, and other 
messages, people take this 
as a sign of disrespect, 
that they and their work is 
not important in our eyes. 

In facilitating 360 
leadership assessments, I 
would regularly hear good 
people lament that their 
manager does not seem 
to value them, that they 
have to follow up, often 
repeatedly. 

Not good! Remember, 
happy employees do bet- 
ter work! 

If we are in a meeting, 
or in an important conver- 
sation, or doing work that 
must be completed ASAP, 
which would be under- 
stood, we must, repeat 
must, let the person who 
left the message know that 
we are not available at the 
moment and will respond 
first chance. This honors 
the person. 

There is another and 
equally important re- 
sponsibility we have as a 
leader — initiating regular 
check ins with our peo- 
ple, asking, e.g., 

L| How are you doing? 

|| Do you have what you 
need? 

|| What are your chal- 
lenges? 

|| How may I help? 

Ideally, these check 
ins should be a one-on- 
one conversation, not an 
email. Stop by to speak 
with the person, or if a 
different location, pick up 
the phone. 

Try to speak with each 
of our team members 
weekly if we can, and 
certainly every two weeks 
if not weekly. 

After all, our respon- 
sibility as a leader is to 
help our people learn, 
grow, and be successful. 
This is what effective and 
successful leaders do. 

There are so many in- 
sightful questions we can 
ask our people, and we 
will gain a wealth of rich 
ideas, for example: 

_| How can we improve? 
What should be our 
riorities going forward? 
What are we missing

that would help us be a 
more effective team? 
What advice do you 
ave for me? 

What have I not asked 
and that you would like to 
share with me? 

Realize the helpful 
ideas we will gain, which 
should certainly help 
improve our productivity 
and relationships, there is 
another very fundamental 
reason for our regular 
conversations with our 
people — we are letting 
them know we value them 
and their ideas. 

We must make the time 
to do that, and they need 
to be two-way conversa- 
tions. We listen more than 
we speak. Not just hear, 
truly listen to learn and 
understand. Reflect back 
what we have heard, and 
take notes, which shows 
our appreciation and 
respect. 

Everyone wants to do 
a good job and be suc- 
cessful. Our mentoring, 
teaching, encouraging, 
and coaching should and 
can be a difference maker 
for our people — each and 
every one of them. 

Our priority must be 
that we treat everyone, 
each team member, with 
respect and dignity, and 
that means having con- 
structive, helpful conver- 
sations with each of them, 
ideally on a regular basis.

Dear Reader, this week, 
I’d like to share another 
life-changing ‘aha’ moment 
from my past, unfolding 
during my fourth-grade 
year after we moved back 
to Michigan. 

One morning, I real- 
ized with a sinking heart 
that I had forgotten my 
homework. Our teacher, a 
stern figure on the cusp of 
retirement, had a daunting 
announcement: any student 
without their homework 
would face the paddle, 
publicly. 

The smallest in class, I 
watched, my heart pound- 
ing, as each of my class- 
mates faced their turn. The 
paddle, a wooden instru- 
ment marred with holes, 
was wielded by the teacher 
with alarming intensity. 

It seemed to channel 
more than just discipline — 
perhaps the weight of her 
own frustrations.

The contrast between 
these two educators taught 
me that situations can and 
do change, often for the 
better.

US-31 Charlevoix bas- 


cule bridge 15-minute 
closures scheduled for 


Jan. 24 and 25 


CHARLEVOIX — As 
part of a $6.3 million 
Michigan Department of 
Transportation (MDOT) 
project to replace the 
US-31 Charlevoix bas- 
cule bridge’s tread and 
track components, which 
facilitate the structure’s 
operation, the bridge will 
be closed to US-31 traffic 
for 15-minute periods 
intermittently between 8 
p.m. and 5 a.m. the nights 
of Jan. 24 and 25. Exact 
dates and times of closures 
are dependent on weather 
and work progress, but no 
detour will be required for 
intermittent closures. 

Overall, the bridge will 
be closed to vehicle traffic 
intermittently for 15-min- 


ute periods for as many 
as 12 nights during the 
project. 

The exact schedule of 
all expected closures has 
not yet been determined. 

At most times, the 
bridge will have one lane 
of traffic open in each 
direction. 

The project, which 
began in late October, also 


includes work on the bridge 


railings, electrical com- 
ponents, joints, curbs, and 
gutters, all with a goal of 
extending the 74-year-old 
bridge’s service life and 
maintain its reliability. 
Based on economic 
modeling, this investment 
is expected to directly and 
indirectly support 89 jobs.

SUCCESSFUL FISH STOCKING SEASON 


Fish stocking in fall creates more angling opportunities in state 


The Michigan Depart- 
ment of Natural Resourc- 
es today announced the 
totals from its 2023 fall 
fish stocking efforts. The 
DNR stocked six different 
species— totaling 1,076,204 
fish that weighed 14.5 tons— 
at 103 locations throughout 
the state. 

“Tt was another outstand- 
ing fall fish stocking season 
that will provide enhanced 
fishing opportunities 
throughout Michigan,” said 
Ed Eisch, assistant chief of 
the DNR Fisheries Divi- 
sion. “When added to our 
successful spring and sum- 
mer stocking efforts, that 
brings the total for 2023 
to more than 10.4 million 
fish stocked in Michigan’s 
waters.” 

The number and type of 
fish stocked vary by hatch- 
ery, as each facility’s ability 
to rear fish differs because 
of water supplies and 
temperature. In Michigan, 
there are six state and three 
cooperative hatcheries that 
work together to produce 
the species, strain and size 
of fish needed by fisheries 
managers. 

These fish must then be 
delivered at specific times 
and locations for stocking 
to ensure their success. 
Most fish in Michigan are 
stocked in the spring.

+ On private property, without 
permission. 

(d) May use designated snowmo- 
bile trails in Avalanche Park only.

(f) May access Lake Charlevoix from 
City property only at Tannery Park 
and the north boat launch ramp, if 
conditions allow.

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How Can Two Similar Homes 
Vary in Price by More Than 


$10,000? 


Forgetting, for a moment, 
the interior improvements 
that set one home apart from 
another, there are exterior 
factors that also influence 
price. For instance, homes 
on primary ingress and 
egress streets-(that is, the 
main streets that lead in 
and out of a tract)-generally 
appreciate more slowly than 
those within the tract that 
are not on primary streets. 

Primary ingress/egress 
streets generate more traffic 
and are therefore, generally 
less desirable. Thus, they 
have lower prices. 

Within a tract, a home on 
a cul-de-sac may generate 
a higher price for the same 
reason-less traffic. Cul-de- 
sacs are frequently like a 
maze and they discourage 
drive-throughs, which is, of 
course, a definite benefit to 
residential privacy. 

Even properties on one 
side of a street can be worth 
more than a similar property 
across from it. Why? Certain 
communities, because 
of their name, are more 
prestigious than others. 
Beverly Hills, California, of 
course, is one. It is known 
worldwide for its high-end 
shopping, expensive hous- 
ing and impeccable name. 
In sections where Beverly 
Hills is divided from other 
cities and/or communities 
by a street, the homes on 


the Beverly Hills side of 
the avenue command a 
higher price than those in 
the non-Beverly Hills city 
across from it. 

Existing homes may 
differ radically in price for 
another reason-one home- 
owner wants to sell, and 
the other has to sell. The 
motivation for each is quite 
different, and so may be the 
pricing strategies. 

Some other factors 
that influence price: What 
commercial developments 
are adjacent to the tract? 
How (un)desirable are they? 
And, don’t forget supply and 
demand. 

The wise buyer checks 
one other thing-a commu- 
nity’s master plan. This is 
a must, especially if a tract 
(or home) is surrounded by 
vacant land. Most commu- 
nities have one. It is usually 
drawn up by planners within 
the city of county and ap- 
proved by a local planning 
commission. Find out what 
is going to be built nearby 
and determine how it might 
impact the value of the tract. 

All this, of course, takes 
time and homework. But, it 
is well worth it, especially 
when you consider that the 
purchase of a home is usu- 
ally going to be the largest, 
single financial investment 
most people make in a life- 
time.
